THE  STATE  Department  dis- 
closed that  Red  forces,  in  addi- 
tion to  heavy  pressure  on  the 
strategic  Plain  of  Jars  in  Laos, 
were  driving  closer  to  Paksane, 
a vital  town  on  Laos’  Mekonr 
River  boundary  with  Thailand.

The  predominant  philosophy  in 
tins  country,  one  wnich  does  not 
really  have  a name,  is  destroying 
Man.  To  live  it  a man  has  to  for- 
sake the  integri;y  of  his  mind 
and  be  shaped,  molded,  and 
squashed  by  others  until  he  has 
obtained  the  perfection  of  a blob 
of  clay. 

Since  this  individual  values  the 
opinions  of  others  above  the  rea- 
soning of  his  own  mind  and  be- 
cause he  feels  that  social  recogni- 
tion is  more  important  than  the 
fulfilling  inner  warmth  of  self- 
sufficiency,  he  is  the  snearing 
“social  animal’’  which  Mr.  Hunt- 
er fwrtrayed  in  his  article. 

Since  every  man’s  actions  are 
guided  by  the  ideas  which  he 
holds,  be  they  conscious  or  sub- 
conscious, it  is  important  that 
the  ideas  be  consistent  with  real- 
ity. Reality  is  the  final  judge  of

Jacobsen  is  the  same  scripture 
that  tells  the  Israelites  to  estab- 
lish “cities  of  refuge.”  Surely  ?Ir. 
Jacobsen  would  not  have  us  fol- 
low  the  advice  given  in  the  two 
verses  preceeding  those  he  quot- 
ed. I think  his  application  of 
verses  30-33  is  equally  irrelevant. 
(I  was  under  the  impression  that 


the  Law  of  Moses  was  passe : 
Matthew  5:33-39.) 

In  defense  of  the  “sentimental 
claptrap”  against  capital  punish- 
ment, let  me  render  the  following 
points  for  thoughtful  considera- 
tion: 


1.  Mr.  Jacobsen  states  that 
“there  must  be  retribution,  God’s 
justice  demands  it.”  Have  you 
been  called  to  dispense  this  retri- 
bution? If  not,  Mr.  Jacobsen, 
vengeance  still  belongs  to  God; 
not  to  you  and  not  to  society. 

2.  Society  does  have  a right  to 
take  the  life  of  a human  being 
if  the  preservation  of  the  society 
is  at  stake.  Is  this  the  case  with 
Poulson  or  with  most  murders 
who  have  been  put  to  death  in 
the  United  States? 

3.  I agree  that  the  things  done 
by  Chessman  and  Poulson  etc. 
are  hideous.  I get  angry  thinking 
about  it,  too.  But  does  anger 
justify  collective  murder? 

4.  I would  like  you  to  consider 
“Ihe  i^speakable  horror  of  (the) 
last  traumatic  moments  in  mor- 
tality” of  the  thirty-six  innocent 
men  who  have  been  executed  in 
the  United  Slates  since  1936. 

5.  Here  is  a hypothetical  sit- 
uation: Suppose  on  some  bright, 
sunny  Monday  we  execute  a de- 
praved man.  How  would  you  feel 
if  you  read  in  Tuesday’s  paper 
that  a new  drug  had  been  dis^ 
coverd  that  had  amazing  there- 
peuuc  value  in  treating  certain 
kinds  of  mentally  ill  persons? 

6.  Our  society  by  permitting 
capital  punishment  to  continue 
esblishes  a pattern  of  thinking 
among  the  young  people  wichin 
this  society  that  says:  “Certain 
kinds  of  killing  are  justified.”  If 
a depraved  person  grows  up 
thinking  this  way,  all  he  needs 
is  a gun  and  someone  will  be 
killed.  (Did  you  ever  hear  of  a 
fellow  by  the  name  of  Oswald?) 

7.  My  last  point  is  this:  How 
really  just  is  a public  execution? 
An  interesting  case  in  point  i.s 
the  public  execution  of  three  men 
recorded  in  Mark  15.

Seventy-seven  college  students 
from  Japan  and  an  equal  num- 
ber from  the  United  States  will 
si>end  June  13  through  16  at  Reed 
College,  Portland,  Oregon  attend- 
ing the  first  Japan-America  Stu- 
dent Conference  to  be  held  in  this 
country  since  1936. 

The  conference,  student  de- 
veloped and  organized,  will  be 
financed  with  assistance  from 
foundations  and  schools.  It  was 
originated  by  a group  of  Reed 
students  who  discovered  that  this 
year  marks  the  30th  anniversary 
of  the  first  JASC,  held  in  Tokyo 
in  1934.

Ticket  Policy  Defined 

Student  government  and  students  are  aware 
of  the  problem  that  existed  this  year  concern- 
ing admittance  to  athletic  events.  Slow  lines, 
special  seats  for  the  “select  few,”  mandatory  at- 
tendance at  the  Frosh  game  if  you  desired 
good  seats,  and  no  green  seats  for  students 
were  some  of  the  expressed  objections. 

The  Executive  Council  decided  to  spell  out 
the  ticket  policy  to  get  the  greatest  number  of 
spectators  into  the  fieldhouse  in  an  orderly 
fashion. 

The  major  proposal  considered  by  the  Coun- 
cil was  that  of  distributing  tickets  the  day  pre- 
ceding tl\e  game.  It  was  hoped  that  this  would 
save  hours  of  waiting,  and  seats  could  be  se- 
lected by  choice  — similar  to  the  arrangements 
for  tickets  for  musical  and  theatrical  produc- 
tion. It  was  decided  that  early  distribution  of 
tickets  would  result  in  crowd  loss,  a congestion 
problem,  and  unused  seats. 

Therefore,  in  a letter  sent  to  those  directly 
concerned  with  the  policy,  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil stated  that  there  would  be  no  more  reserv- 
ing of  block  sections  for  clubs,  and  that  stu- 
dent government  officers  would  only  be  given 
reserved  tickets  when  an  official  occasion 
necessitated  that  they  sit  together. 

The  criterion  for  Obtaining  tickets  is  on  a 
first  come — first  served  basis.

This  year  the  same 
program  was  presented,  but  last  year’s  precedent 
was  not  followed. 

AEG  chairman,  Doran  Hunter,  has  instituted 
the  question  and  answer  period  after  forums  and 
many  otlifer  programs  have  been  considered  and 
implemented,  completing  a full  and  progressive 
year. 


I Phyllis  Fulfilled 

The  Gulture  Office  has  made  a tremendous  im- 
provement on  the  assemblies  presented  to  the 
BYU  students.  Vice-president  of  Student  Relations 
Phyllis  Nelson  expressed  praise  for  the  work  of 
the  students  in  raising  the  standards  for  student 
assemblies.  The  few  assemblies  that  were  not 
up  to  par  were  simply  not  allowed  to  be  presented. 

The  themes  of  the  assemblies  were  also  up- 
graded. They  were  moralistic  and  contained  “more 
meat.”  Ghairman  of  assemblies,  Doug  Stewart, 
helped  in  this  area  to  make  student  assemblies 
that  were  more  for  students. 

Attendance  at  the  ass^blies  also  improved. 
In  1963-64  attendance  at  the  student  assemblies 
improved  considerably  over  last  year.  This  may 
have  been  due  to  having  the  assemblies  on  Thurs- 
days. 

Other  achievements  of  the  Gulture  Office  have 
included  the  Music  Listening  Rooms  in  the  Glark 
Library. 

Skits-o-Frantic,  under  th  edirection  of  the  Gul- 
tuce  Office  completed  its  first  successful  year  and 
promises  to  complete  man>’  more.  This  consisted 
of  skits  from  housing  areas  and  campus  organiz- 
ations, According  to  Phyllis,  the  program  develops 
talents  and  abilities  of  students  who  otherwise 
would  have  been  recognized. 

Some  of  the  other  notable  achievements  includ- 
ed in  the  office  were  the  Lycueras.  Many  talented 
performers  were  brought  to  the  students  through 
this  series.  ‘ 

Art  Exlybits,  chamber  music  concerts,  and  art 
symposium.s  also  provided  pleasure  to  the  stu- 
dents as  well  as  the  faculty.  A faculty  panel  dis- 
cussion on  Guerilla  Warfare  proved  to  be  very 
interesting. 

'Two  Art  Exhibits  were  planned  for  the  school 
year.  An  exhibit  of  Japanese  Sumi  Paintings  was 
displaved  in  the  Gannon  Genter.  Another  exhibit 
of  outstanding  senior  work  by  Art  Majors  will 
hang  in  the  Y Center  upon  its  completion.  This 
program  was  somewhat  hampered  by  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  place  to  exhibit  student  works. 

Many  and  varied  activitie.s  have  been  sponsored 
bv  the  culture  office  this  year  and  credit  goes  to 
all  the  students  who  made  it  possible. 


Galaxy 
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Jlenate  And  Members,  Legislates 


In  a day  when  many  campuses 
(Sfrci  debating  the  utility  of  stu- 
dentbody  senates,  BYU’s  own  sen- 
ate seems  to  be  growing  in  ef- 
fectiveness. Certainly  England’s 
Parliament  was  not  oegun  be- 
cause of  a great  democratic 
ground  swell,  but  because  the 
king  found  it  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  know  how  his  subjects 
felt  about  many  issues.  BYU’s 
senate 'may  not  be  the  most 
“legally  powerful’’  group  on 
campus,  but  it  does  have  much 
influence  because  of  its  being 
one  of  the  most  representative 
bodies  of  students. - 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for 
its  existence  is  'to  provide  further 
examination  of  and  approval  of 
the  apportionment  of  the  student 
fees  to  student  government.  The 
senate  feels  that  the  more  repre- 
sentative the  group  is  that  plans 
and  approves  the  student  budget 
the  happier  we’ll  all  be. 


A significant  change  has  been  j 
made  in  the  membership  of  the ; 
senate.  The  Inter  Organizational ! 
Council  presidents  have  been  add- 
' ed  as  four  new  senators.  They  re- ! 
present  service,  geographical,  de- j 
partmental,  and  special  interest 
groups.  And  though  some  argue 
that  this  plan  theoretically  gives 
double  representation  to ' some 
students  (through  class  officers, 
as  well  as  through  organiz- 
ations), Senate  Vice  Pi'esident  • 
Don  Jarvis  states,  “Pragmatical- ^ 
ly;  it  will  make  for -a  more  in-; 
formed  and  responsible  senate.”  j

Besides  budget  approval,  the ' 
senate  makes  recommendations 
j to  the  administration.  Among  j 
these  recommendations  have  been  I 
the  construction  of  housing  for ' 
single  graduates,  construction  of 


additional  sidewalks,  more  uni- 
versity financial  support  for  the 
soccer  team,  extension  of  Clark 
Library  hours,  provision  of  call 
numbers  on  each  floor,  and  an- 
notation of  the  Library’s  period- 
ical index. 

Senate.  President  Rex  Estes  has 
worked  closely  with  the  executive 
council  on  his  Constitutional  Re- 
visions Committee  and  feels  that 
much  of  the  work  of  the  Senate 
was  speeded  up  due  to  stricter 
ru’es  requiring  earlier  submis- 
sion of  bills.

Year’s  Pep  Actvities  Increase 


The  Student  Relations  vice 
president  is  in  charge  of  the  Pep, 
the  University  Relations,  the  Cen- 
tral Publicity  and  the  Public  Re- 
lations committees.  This  year 
these  activities  have  expanded  to 
keep  pace  with  a rapidly  grow- 
ing student  government  program. 

For  the  first  time  in  several 
years  the  Pep  Committee  this 
year  sponsored  card  stunts  dur- 
ing the  basketball  games.  Next 
year  with  the  new  bowl-type 
football  stadium  completed,  card 
stunts  will  be  feasible  during 
football  season,  and  in  anticipa- 
tion of  adding  color  and  excite- 
ment to  these  events,  needed  ex- 
perience was  gathered  this  year. 

ANOTHER  FIRST  for  the  Pep 
Committee  was  its  High  School 
Cheerleaders’  Clinic  held  in  the 
spring.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  Cougarettes,  high  schools 
from  all  over  Utah  and  Idaho  sent 
representatives  to  learn  the  arts 
of  cheerleading,  song  leading  and 
twirling  from  BYU's  pep  people. 
Everywhere  they  went,  and  in

Committee  represented  the  BYU 
with  distinction.  Universities  a- 
cross  the  land  returned  their 
written  admiration  and  appreci- 
ation for  the  fine  performance  of 
this  year’s  Pep  Committee. 

The  University  Relations  Com- 
mittee was  formed  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  and  it  has  made 
general  notable  achievements. 
One  of  the  responsibilities  had 
been  the  tune-in-on  the  feelings 
of  the  studentbody  on  issues  per- 
tinent to  student  government.  To 
do  this,  several  polls  were  con- 
ducted over  the  entire  year.

In 
other  years  the  committee  has 
had  restricted  membership,  com- 
prised only  of  well-qualified  peo- 
ple. This  year  criteria  for  assign- 
ment included  interest,  evidence 
of  loyalty  and  enthusiasm.  A 
vast  background  of  related  ex- 
perience was  not  considered  nec- 
essary and  at  times  even  unde- 
sirable. Many  committeemen’s 
contributions  lent  much  to  the 
University  as  well  as  to  their  own 
satisfaction  and  development. 

Various  segments  of  the  stu- 
dentbody family  for  years  have 
been  struggling  to  assert  them- 
selves, to  be  identified  as  worth- 
while and  desirable,  and  conse- 
quently have  grown  up  into  or- 
ganizations of  considerable  size. 
Often  thefr  activities  have  com- 
peted with  or  rivaled  those  of  the 
more  central  student  government. 

One  difficulty  imposed  by  this 
growth  has  been  the  absence  or 
scarcity  of  coordination  as  to  the 
timing,  planning  and  promotion 
of  events  which  these  groups 
have  sponsored.  The  Social  Acti- 
vity Board  has  been  developed  to 
bring  executive  leaders  of  many 
of  these  groups  together  to  at- 
tempt to  solve  these  problems. 
This  has  enabled  competing  in- 
terests to  compromise,  adjust  to 
one  another,  and  most  important 
of  all,  to  understand  the  goals  and 
aspirations  of  each  other.

Picture  if  you  will  a number  of  students  together,  seated 
in  a circle,  involved  4n  a discussion  concerning  themselves  as 
leaders  and  as  people.  Each  is  interested  in  whether  he  is 
more  oriented  toward  the  task  (an  “organization  man”)  or 
whether  he  is  people-oriented.  He  wants  to  know'  how  people 
“read”  him,  if  he  communicated  his  messages  the  way  he 
W'ants  them  understood. 

“How  many  of  those  persons  with  whom  I work  expect 
me  to  be  a certain  kind  of  a leader?  If  I’m  not  that  way,  I 
ought  to  let  them  know  I’m  not  that  way  so  we  can  com- 
municate better.” 

THESE  DISCUSSION  groups,  called  “Sensitivity  Ses- 
sions” to  “T-Groups,”  are  sponsored  by  the  Leadership  Com- 
mittee to  attempt  to  help  leaders  to  understand  their  roles  as 
leaders  and  to  help  them  to  understand  themselves  better. 
From  these  sessions,  each  leader  tries  to  determine  if  he 
is  autocratic  or  democratic  in  his  methods,  and  tries  to  under- 
stand his  motives  for  his  being  the  way  he  is. 

Sensitivity  sessions  create  an  atmosphere  where  you  can 
be  yourself  and  can  learn.  If  you  feel  uncomfoii;able  around 
someone  with  whom  you  work,  you  could  most  likely  improve 
your  relationship  by  breaking  down  barriers  to  communi- 
cation. If  your  communication  is  unobstructed  because  neither 
you  nor  your  co-worker  is  trying  to  impress  each  other,  you 
w’ill  be  able  to  make  good  friends  rapidly  and  get  to  work. 

BYU’s  25-MEMBER  Leadership  Committee,  with  Bob 
Baird  as  Chairman  and  Addie  Jean  Fuhriman  as  advisor, 
meets  for  two  hours  every  Thursday,  training  themselves  in 
the  techniques  of  group  dynamics.  This  last  year  they  have 
doubled  their  number  of  leaders  trained,  and  their  influence 
is  felt  widely. 

Over  400  student  leaders  have  been  trained  b’''  the  Le'^der- 
ship  Committee  in  their  many  conferences.  Thousands  of 
students  have  benefited  from  their  leaders’  new  attitudes  and 
understanding  of  themselves.
